Pw Pa.ees HERE AS Wehavetakeh notice, that by the Malice, Induſtry, and Importunity of ſeverallill-affe&ed 
D\ W £ VG and ſeditious Perſons in Our County of Buckingham, very many of Our weake & ſeduced Subjects in that - 
&\ E\V&/7/22 Our County. have not only beene drawne to exerciſe the Militia, under colour ofa pretended Ordinance, 
\ © withoutand againſt Our Conſent, (a Crime of a very high nature, if We would ftrialy enquire thereinto } 
T2 but have made Contributions of Plate, Money, Horſes, &c. towards the Maintenance ofthe Army now in 
I Rebcllion againſt Vs; We doe hereby publiſh and declare , That We are gratiouſly pleaſed to attribute 
the Crimes and Offences of Our ſaid SubjeRs of that County , .to the Power and FaCtion of their Seducers; Who, We - 
beleeve, by Threates, Menaces, and fallc Informations compelled and led them into theſe Adions of undutifullneſſe and 
diſloyalty towards Vs; And We doe therefore hereby offer Our tree and — AISOan Pardon toallthe Inhabitants of Our ſaid 
County of Buckinzham, tor all offences concerning the Premiſſes committed againſt Vs, before the publiſhing of this Our 
Proclamation, except Maſter 1oh# Hampden, and Arthur Go odwin Eſquires, againſt both which Ve ſhall proceed according to 
the Rules of the Law , as againſt" Traytours and Stirrers of Sedition againſt Vs, And whom We doe hereby require all 
Our Ofizers and Miniſters of Taſtice, and all Our loving Subjes whatſoever, to apprehend, and cauſe to be 
kept in ſake Cuſtody till Our Pleaſure be further knowne. Provided, that this Our Grace ſhall not extend to any Perſon, 
who after the publiſhing this Our Proclamation ſhall preſume by Loane or Contribution , to aſſiſt the ſaid Army of 
Rebells , to aſſemble or muſter themſelves in Armes without Authority derived from Vs under Our Hand , toenter into 
any Oath of Aſſociation for oppoſing Vs and Our Army , orto ſuccour, or entertaine any of the Perſons excepted in this 
Our Proclamation, or in Our Declaration of the 12 of Auguſt, But We muſt and doedeclare, That whoſoever ſhall hence. 
forward be guilty of the Premiſſes, or of cither of chem, or ſhall give any obedienceto any Warrants concerning any Muſters, 
Leavics, or Contributions for Leavies whatſoever , under any pretence of Authority whatſoever, either from thefaid Maſter 
lohn Hampden, and Maſter Arthur-Goodwin, or trom any other Perſons whatſoever, without Our cxpreſſe Conſent Declared 
under Our Great Scale or Signe Manuall , ſhall be eſteemed by Vs as an Enemy to the publike Peace, a 
Perſon diſaffeRed to Vs, and tothe Religion and Lawes of the Kingdome, and ſhall accordingly receive condigne puniſh. 
ment, of which We give them timely notice, thatthey may proceed accordingly attheir perills. And Wee doe hereby will 
and require Our high Sheriffs , Iuſtices of thePeace, and all other Our Officers, and loving SubjeRs to 
cſi, oppoſe, *and apprehend all ſuch Perſons as ſhall preſume to make any Leaviesinthat Our County, under what pre. 
rence ſoever, without Authority derived from Vs under Our Hand. And We likewiſe will and require them, and every of 
themtobe afſiſtantto 211 ſuch as ſhall either Command the Traine-Bands' of that Our County , or make any Leavies in the 
ſame, by vertuc of Commiſſion under Our Great Seale, or SigneManuall.
